With reference to Mr. Maitra's enquiry, three 
days ago, on behalf of the Netaji Commission about 
Mr. K. Asada of 2826-c Honcho- Kokubunji, Kitataraa-gun, 
Tokyo, I have got the following information from the 
Gaimusho. Mr. K. Asada was at one time a permanent 
employee of the Japanese Government being a ministerial 
staff member of the Gaimusho. He was dismissed from 
the Gaimusho almost seven years ago, after repeated 
warnings, on charges of official misconduct. Since 
then he has been doing odd jobs and occasional freelance 
writing for minor Japanese language newspapers. He is 
reported to have got together, from various sources, 
material about the last phase of the Indian Independence 
Movement in Japan and published an article thereon in 
one of the local Japanese language newspapers some time 
ago. In view of his past history the Gaimusho would 
not consider Mr. Asada to be particularly reliable but 
would be happy to secure him for giving evidence before 
the Commission.
